Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state 
of  the  Public  Health,  and  the  Reports  by  the  Inspectors  on  their 
work,  in  the  Districts,  during  the  year  1958. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimates  of  the  mid-year  populations 
of  the  Districts,  which  form  the  basis  for  most  of  the  statistical 
data  in  the  reports,  are  analysed  in  the  following  table.

The  population  on  the  area  of  the  four  Districts  increased 
during  1958  by  2,230,  compared  with  2,260  in  the  previous  year; 
the  movement  of  people  into  the  Districts,  and  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  accounted  for  sixty-four,  and  thirty-six,  per  cent, 
respectively,  of  the  increase. 
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THE  BIRTH  RATE 


Whilst  the  birth  rates  in  Bushey  and  Watford  Rural  were 
slightly  lower,  those  for  Chorleywood  and  Rickmansworth  were 
much  higher,  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  of  16.3  for 
Chorleywood  was  the  highest  recorded  since  1926  ;  this  was 
accompanied  by  a  45  per  cent  higher  rate  for  girls  than  boys,  whereas, 
in  the  other  Districts,  male  births  were  slightly  in  the  majority. 
The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  England  and 
Wales  was  16.4  ;  which  was  0.3  higher  than  for  1957,  and  the 
highest  since  1949.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE 

The  rates  of  infantile  mortality  are  now  at  such  a  low  level 
that  any  further  reductions  must  be  small,  compared  with  those 
of  the  past.  The  rates  given  later  in  the  reports  compare  favourably 
with  the  rate  of  22.5  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  1  year  per 
1,000  live  births  in  the  whole  country,  which  was  the  lowest  ever 
recorded.  Sixty  per  cent  of  the  35  deaths  in  the  Districts  last 
year  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life. 

THE  DEATH  RATE 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  the  separate  reports  under 
the  headings  of  the  Abbreviated  List  of  the  International  Statistical 
Classification,  1948.  The  death-rates  for  all  ages  and  all  causes, 
but  excluding  still  births,  were  : — Bushey,  8.6  ;  Chorleywood,  7.4  ; 
Rickmansworth,  8.6  ;  and  Watford  Rural,  8.5.  Owing  to  the  age 
constitution  of  the  four  populations  being  favourable  to  slightly 
lower  death  rates,  the  Comparability  factors  given  should  be  applied 
to  their  respective  rates  so  that  they  may  be  more  truly  compared 
with  the  rate  for  the  whole  country  or  with  those  for  other  districts 
similarly  corrected.  When  this  is  done,  the  rates  are  increased 


to  : — Biishey,  9.5  ;  Chorleywood,  7.8  ;  Rickmansworth,  10.4  ;  and 
Watford  Rural,  9.9.  These  rates,  as  in  other  years,  are  appreciably 
below  the  rate  of  11.7  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  England  and 
Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  continues  to 
rise,  and  noticeably  so  in  the  case  of  women,  amongst  whom  there 
was  an  increase  of  150  per  cent,  last  year.  The  actual  numbers 
of  deaths  in  each  of  the  last  three  years,  with  their  division  into 
male  and  female  in  brackets,  were  : — 32  (30 — 2),  34  (30 — 4),  and 
42  (32 — 10)  respectively  ;  in  the  last  case  out  of  the  total  of  915 
(15() — 459)  deaths  in  1958. 

THE  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

The  year  was  a  very  satisfactory  one  as  regards  the  incidence 
of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

Measles,  the  commonest  of  the  infections  of  childhood,  was 
much  less  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year,  when  there  were 
1,905  cases,  compared  with  729  last  year. 

There  were  52  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  three  fewer  than  in  1957. 
As  this  disease  is  readily  susceptible  to  antibiotic  treatment,  it  no 
longer  presents  the  problems,  as  regards  treatment,  complications 
or  the  duration  of  infectivity,  that  it  formerly  did. 

Whooping  Cough  was  almost  absent  from  the  area — there  were 
only  39  cases  compared  with  501  in  1957.  Whilst  it  would  be  too 
much  to  expect  that  this  favourable  state  will  be  maintained,  there 
is  reason  to  hope  that  the  incidence  and  severity  of  the  disease 
in  young  children  will  be  lessened  by  the  increasing  use  of  the 
Whooping  Cough  vaccines. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  in  all  the 
Districts,  compared  with  nineteen  in  the  previous  year.  Immuniza¬ 
tion  is  being  practised  at  a  high  rate  throughout  the  country,  and  it 
is  expected  that  it  will  play  an  important  part  in  limiting  the 
disease,  especially  in  its  severer  forms.  Vaccination  is  available 
to  anyone  born  in,  or  after  the  year  1933  ;  and  it  can  be  readily 
obtained  from  a  person’s  own  Doctor,  at  any  convenient  clinic,  or 
through  the  routine  arrangements  at  the  schools. 

Diphtheria,  formerly  a  dreaded  disease,  has  now  been  absent 
from  the  Area  for  ten  years;  its  return  is  unlikely  whilst  parents 
have  their  children  immunized. 
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There  were  some  mild  cases  of  Dysentery  of  the  Sonne  type 
amongst  school  children  in  the  Borehamwood  part  of  the  area 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  The  spread  of  the  infection 
was  probably  by  contact  through  the  medium  of  door  handles  and 
lavatory  fittings.  Apart  from  the  personal  rule  of  always  washing 
the  hands  after  using  the  toilet,  special  attention  should  be  given 
to  the  cleansing  of  door  handles  and  other  lavatory  fittings,  ending 
with  the  use  of  a  cloth  damped  with  a  disinfectant. 

POLLUTION  OF  THE  AIR 

Although  most  of  our  environment  is  maintained  in  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  state,  this  is  not  so  in  the  case  of  the  air  of  our  towns, 
which  is  becoming  recognised  as  an  increasing  menace  to  health 
through  its  being  a  contributory  cause  of  Bronchitis,  Asthma,  and 
Cancer  of  the  Lung.  Although  the  amount  of  smoke  from  industrial 
and  domestic  sources  is  about  equal,  more  progress  seems  to  have 
been  made  in  dealing  with  the  former.  The  fumes  and  smoke  from 
internal  combustion  engines  cause  serious  pollution  near  ground 
level.  The  fuel  injection  systems  of  diesel  engines  should  be  kept 
in  proper  adjustment,  and,  cold  starting  devices  should  not  be  used 
to  gain  extra  power,  at  the  expense  of  emitting  excessive  smoke,  in 
order  to  save  the  trouble  of  changing  gear. 

GENERAL 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  ensure  that  the  food 
supply  is  pure  and  wholesome,  and  that  it  is  handled  in  a  hygenic 
manner. 

The  measures  taken  to  improve  the  housing  conditions  in  the 
Districts  are  given  in  detail  in  each  report. 

The  work  of  the  rodent,  and  other  pest,  control  services,  which 
is  described  later,  is  of  considerable  economic  value,  apart  from  its 
importance  in  preventing  the  spread  of  infection. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  that  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  carried  out  with  efficiency 
and  consideration  by  the  Inspectors  and  the  Staffs.

Clearance  Areas. 

Good  progress  was  maintained  during  the  year  in  the  declaration  of  areas, 
although  no  dwellings  were  demolished.  The  following  list  shows  the  position 
regarding  clearance  areas  that  have  already  been  decided  upon  : — 

Clearance  Area  No.  1.  45-71  Sparrows  Herne — 13  dwellings. 

Eighteen  flats  for  old-age  pensioners  were  erected  on  this  site  by 
the  Council,  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

Clearance  Area  No.  2.  43-53  Herkomer  Road — 6  dwellings. 

This  area  was  purchased  by  the  Council  and  it  is  intended  to  con¬ 
struct  flats  for  old-age  pensioners  on  the  site.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  only  one  family  remained  to  be  rehoused. 

Clearance  Area  No.  3.  1-13  Crook  Log,  London  Road— 13  dwellings. 
All  families  have  now  been  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

Clearance  Area  No.  4.  1-8  Salem  Cottages  and  Salem  Bungalow, 

Sparrows  Herne — 9  dwellings. 

All  families  have  now  been  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

Clearance  Area  No.  5.  138-144  Merry  Hill  Road— 4  dwellings. 

This  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  and  one  family  has  so  far  been  rehoused. 

Clearance  Area  No.  6.  124-138  School  Lane — 8  dwellings. 

Confirmation  of  the  Clearance  Order  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Goverment  is  pending. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  making  of  further 
areas  for  confirmation  during  1959. 
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Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

Undertakings  to  close  the  premises  for  human  habitation  were  accepted 
in  respect  of  the  following  properties  : — 

2,  3,  and  4,  Cow  Lane,  High  Street. 

The  Annexe,  Hendon  and  Aldenham  Kennels,  North  Western  Avenue. 

141,  Herkomer  Road. 

The  Cabin,  Hillside,  Heathbourne  Road,  and  1,  and  2,  Bushey  Grange  Farm 
Cottages,  Little  Bushey  Lane,  were  demolished  as  the  result  of  informal  action, 
while  1,  and  3,  Barbary  Cottages,  California  Lane,  were  reconditioned. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  in  future  more  premises  will  be  dealt  with  as 
individual  unfit  houses,  rather  than  being  included  in  clearance  areas. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  certificates  asked 
for,  while  two  certificates  were  cancelled  and  three  certificates  (Form  P.)  were 
issued,  certifying  that  the  defects  specified  in  the  landlord’s  undertakings  had 
been  remedied. 

Improvement  Grants. 

The  number  of  Improvement  Grants  made  was  the  same  as  that  for  1957. 
These  Grants  were  made  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  internal 
sanitation,  and,  hot  and  cold  water.  One  applicant,  however,  decided  not  to 
take  up  the  Grant,  as  he  proposed  to  submit  an  amended  scheme.  No  grants 
have  been  applied  for  in  connection  with  rented  property. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Generally  the  number  of  caravans  in  the  district  occupied  by  persons, 
other  than  the  itinerant  gypsy  type  dealers,  has  remained  the  same.  A  viligant 
watch  is  maintained,  with  a  view  to  preventing  any  new  site  being  developed 
without  proper  consent.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  move  some  of 
the  caravans  on  unlicensed  and  unsatisfactory  sites  to  the  Council’s  site,  as 
vacancies  occur,  but  unless  new  legislation  is  forthcoming,  success  in  this 
venture  will  only  be  possible  if  the  site  owners  are  prepared  to  co-operate  by 
not  re-letting  the  vacated  site.  Efforts  are  also  being  made  to  get  some  of 
the  unsatisfactory  sites  improved,  as  it  is  realised  that  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  the  problem  will  be  resolved. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  regarding  residential  caravans  (excluding 
gypsy  dealer  types)  in  the  district  was  as  follows  : — 

Number  of  licensed  sites — 3.  (50  vans) 

Individual  caravans  licensed — 13.  (12  of  these  until  1960) 

Estimated  number  on  unlicensed  sites— 100 

No  special  problems  have  arisen  regarding  the  operation  of  the  Council’s 
Caravan  site.  There  were  ten  vacancies  during  the  year,  for  which  there  were 
127  persons  on  the  Waiting  List.  At  the  present  time,  the  Council  is  not  pre¬ 
pared  to  consider  an  application  unless  the  person  is  living  or  working  in  the 
district,  and  has  done  so  for  the  past  2  years.  There  were  15  such  persons  on 
the  Waiting  List.  Of  the  10  vacancies,  4  were  let  to  caravan  occupiers  whose 
vans  were  stationed  on  unsatisfactory  sites  in  Bushey. 

Unfortunately  the  position  regarding  the  gypsy  dealer  has  worsened. 
Frequently  these  people  have  stationed  their  vans  on  the  greensward  of  the 
highways,  and  on  odd  pieces  of  open  land,  causing  the  Council  considerable 


trouble  in  effecting  their  removal.  Nuisances  had  been  created  and  33 
Abatement  Notices  were  served  upon  this  type  of  van  occupier.  Twelve 
Nuisance  Orders  were  made  and  penalties  ranging  from  20/-  to  60/-  were  imposed 
for  non-compliance  with  certain  of  the  Orders.  This  class  of  caravan  dweller 
is  most  undesirable,  as  many  of  them  are  dealers  in  rags  and  other  waste 
materials  who  invariably  leave  the  sites  which  they  occupy  in  a  disgraceful 
condition.  The  result  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Council  often  means  that 
the  gypsies  only  move  from  one  site  to  another  within  the  district,  with  the 
result  that  fresh  legal  proceedings  become  necessary  with  further  delay  in 
effecting  their  removal.  Considerable  time  is  devoted  in  an  endeavour  to 
keep  the  situation  under  control.  It  is  often  not  appreciated  that  the  Council 
has  no  effective  power  to  remove  this  type  of  caravan  dweller  within  a  short 
time.

THE  FOOD  SUPPLY 

Food  Condemned.

All  this  unsound  food  was  disposed  of  by  burying  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip. 

Eight  compaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning  food  which  had 
l^een  purchased.  These  concerned  : —

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  but  in  five  cases  the  Council  decided  to  send 
warning  letters  to  the  vendors.

No  regular  slaughtering  takes  place  within  the  district.  No  notice  of  any 
casual  slaughtering  has  been  received  during  the  past  year.

114  routine  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  in  the  district.  Due 
to  staff  changes,  which  resulted  in  the  district  being  without  an  additional 
Inspector  for  5  months,  it  was  only  possible  to  carry  out  approximately  half 
the  number  of  inspections  made  during  1957. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  public  water  supply  is  chlorinated  and  adequate  for  the  district. 
Three  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  these  were 
reported  as  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Rehousing  from  a  number  of  premises,  where  the  water  supply  was  from 
a  common  standpipe  in  the  gardens,  took  place  during  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  these  premises  will  be  demolished  in  1959. 

Swimming  Pool, 

Twenty  inspections  were  made  of  the  Council’s  Swimming  Pool  and  P.) 
water  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Two  of  these 
samples  were  not  quite  up  to  the  usual  standard,  but  no  coliform  bacilli  were 
isolated. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  installation  of  the  new  hltration  and  chlor¬ 
ination  plant,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  in  operation  for  the  1959  season.

The  filling  up  of  the  Tip  at  Hartspring  Lane  was  completed  during  the 
year,  and  a  new  Tip  commenced  at  Hilfield  Lane.  It  was  necessary  to  treat 
a  minor  infestation  of  rats  on  the  old  Tip,  and  also  to  clear  up  a  small  infestation 
of  crickets.  No  infestation  from  rats  or  crickets  has  been  reported  from  the 
new  Tip,  which  should  be  satisfactory,  providing  sufficient  earth  covering  can 
lie  maintained.

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  the  inspection  of  houses,  and  any 
necessary  informal  or  statutory  action  has  been  taken  when  required. 

During  the  year,  26  houses  were  demolished  or  closed,  this  small  number 
being  due  to  the  relatively  few  houses  becoming  available  for  rehousing  purposes. 

The  Council  continue  to  encourage  applications  for  improvement  grants 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  inform  owners  of  properties  of  the  scheme.  As 
previously  reported,  the  grants  are  made  in  respect  of  owner/occupied  houses 
rather  than  tenanted  houses. 

Moveable  Dwellings,  Caravans,  Gipsies. 

The  majority  of  the  moveable  dwellings  in  the  District  are  on  single 
sites,  and  licensed.  There  are  two  sites  licensed  for  fifteen  and  three  dwellings, 
respectively.  The  total  number  of  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  fifty. 

No  special  difiiculties  arose  during  the  year,  although,  in  the  West  Hyde 
area  there  was  a  continual  influx  of  gypsies,  particularly  on  the  Councirs 
Housing  Site.  Every  effort  is  made  to  move  them  on  as  quickly  as  possible, 
but  it  is  expected  that  this  trouble  will  continue  until  the  site  is  completed.

Additional  progress  was  made  enforcing  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
1955,  and  particulars  of  the  types  of  contraventions  of  the  regulations  dealt 
with  are  recorded  below. 

There  were  four  prosecutions  during  the  year  for  smoking  by  food  handlers 
and  fines  totalling  14  guineas  and  costs  were  inflicted. 

A  person  commenced  the  manufacture  of  meat  pies  in  quite  unsatisfactory 
premises  without  prior  reference  to  the  Council.  It  was  financially  impossible 
to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the  use  of  the  premises  for 
this  manufacturing  process  ceased  after  representations  from  the  Council.

Pork  Sausages. 

The  irregularity  found  in  the  sample  of  pork  sausages  was  the  presence  of 
sulphur  dioxide,  within  the  prescribed  limits,  but  no  declaration  having  been 
made  by  the  vendor.  This  was  rectified  as  a  result  of  informal  action. 

Milk. 

Six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  on  one  day  and  one  of  the  samples  was 
reported  to  be  6%  deficient  in  fat.  It  later  transpired  that  some  of  the  labels 
on  the  bottles  had  become  detached  so  that  it  was  not  possible  to  ascertain 
which  sample  was  unsatisfactory.  The  milks  from  the  producers  were  re-sampled 
subsequently  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  two  samples  of  orange  juice  concentrate  were  taken  from  the  same  source 
as  mentioned  in  the  1957  report.  The  Public  Analyst  reported  that  they  were 
''  poor  in  respect  of  orange  flavour  and,  therefore,  no  longer  suitable  for  the 
preparation  of  orange  drinks.”  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  concentrate  was 
still  lying  in  barrels  in  a  field  at  West  Hyde. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company  supplies  the 
greater  part  of  the  area  ;  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company  supplies  a  relatively 
small  number  of  houses  in  the  Eastbury  area.  Two  satisfactory  samples  from 
each  supply  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Pools. 

The  Ebury  Road  Open  Air  Bath  is  owned  by  the  Council.  The  water 
supply  is  by  bore  and  electric  pump.  Chlorination  apparatus  is  in  use,  and 
frequent  checks  are  made  by  the  attendant  and  by  this  department. 

The  Aquadrome,  a  natural  lake,  is  largely  used  for  swimming  during  the 
summer  months. 

The  Ebury  Road  Open  Air  Bath  and  the  Mill  End  Junior  School  Bath 
were  only  open  for  a  short  period  during  the  summer,  5  water  samples  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 
Twenty-one  inspections  were  made.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  smoke  abate¬ 
ment  took  on  an  even  more  important  aspect  during  the  year.  In  addition  to 
advisory  visits  to  boiler  installations,  progress  was  made  by  liaison  with  other 
interested  bodies. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  Refuse  Collection — The  service  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
throughout  the  District.  During  the  post-war  years  there  has  been  considerable 
expansion  in  this  service  on  account  of  the  extensive  housing  development  in 
the  Council’s  area.  Eleven  vehicles  are  now  employed,  namely  — four  18  cu.  yd. 
rear  loaders  ;  three  12  cu.  yd.  Double  Cab  ;  two  10  cu.  yd.  Double  Cab  ;  and 
two  10  cu.  yd.  Single  Cab  ;  in  full  use.  In  addition,  three  10  cu.  yd.  Single 
'  Cab  act  as  relief  vehicles. 
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It  has  been  the  aim  to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  service,  but  very  real 
difficulties  have  been  experienced  from  time  to  time  owing  to  lack  of  staff,  or 
absence  on  account  of  sickness  :  it  is  not  usually  possible  to  engage  men  in  a 
temporary  capacity  to  take  the  place  of  those  absent. 

A  Trade  Refuse  Collection  Scheme  provides  for  a  charge  being  made  for 
the  removal  of  trade  refuse  from  shop  premises.  The  scale  of  fees  in  force 
provides  for  no  charge  in  respect  of  the  first  dustbin,  30/-  per  year  for  the 
second  bin,  20/-  for  the  third,  and  15/-  for  the  fourth  and  subsequent  bins. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal — With  the  expansion  of  the  refuse  collection  service, 
there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse  collected,  and 
additional  land  has  had  to  be  taken  over  at  the  two  refuse  disposal  sites  at 
Abbots  Langley  and  Aldenham.  Controlled  tipping  is  being  carried  out  at 
both  tips,  with  the  assistance  of  mechanical  equipment. 

(c)  Cesspool  Emptying — The  emptying  of  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council,  and  the  scheme  covers  the  whole  of  the  district.  Cesspools  are  emptied 
at  the  request  of  owners  or  occupiers  without  charge,  but  the  Council  reserve  the 
right  to  review  this  arrangement  at  any  time,  and  to  impose  a  scale  of  charges 
in  specific  cases,  or  generally,  should  they  consider  it  necessary  or  desiraffile. 
An  800  gallon  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle,  operated  by  two  men,  is  in  use. 
In  addition,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  the  services  of  a  contractor  who  uses 
modern  type  emptying  vehicles.  The  improved  efficiency  of  the  service  was 
maintained  during  the  year,  and  as  a  result,  the  number  of  emptyings  has 
increased. 

The  Council  has  under  consideration  the  question  of  extending  the  sewerage 
system  in  certain  areas  of  the  District,  and  applications  have  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  for  consents  in  respect  of  these.  The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is 
into  sewers  in  the  area.
